Ex-Mayor Workman was of the opin­ 
ion (that the scheme was excellent, but 
he thought it would take too long.

BOYLE-HKIGHTERS. 


The Contractors can now Finish 
the Bridge Across 
the Kiver. 


There vaa great rejoicing am oD g the 
Boyle Heights citizens yesterday when it 
became known that Judge Shaw had de­ 
cided the motion of the City Attorney to 
dissolve the injunction restraining the 
city from building the Firet-street via­ 
duct in favor of the city. This injunc­ 
tion has stopped work on the building of 
the approach to the river for eome time, 
and now that it has been dissolved, the 
bridge-builders can go ahead. The ma­ 
terial is on hand for building the viaduct 
up to the river, but it is stated that the 
material for crossing the river is not on 
hand, and the bridge would not have 
been completed even if the injunction had 
not been put on the work. Judge Shaw’s 
decision in the case is as follows: 
Ib is case is presented upon the bearing of an 
order for defendants to show cause why an in 
junction should not be issued restraining them 
from building a viaduct cn First stieet in Los 
Angeles city. The Cable Railroad Company 
filed a com plaint in intervention in opposition 
to the plaintiff 
Doth partiea filed affidavits, 
which were read in connection w ith the plead- 
inga on the hearing. 
From the com plaint, 
answ er and affidavit*, the following appear to 
me to be the facts 
The plaintiff is th e owner 
of a lot fronting eighty feet or m ore on the 
noith side of Firat street, at the coiner of First 
and Center streets. 
F irst street is eighty feet wide. H ie com­

feet high at plaintiff's west line and 20 feet 
high at bia east line. It is 48 feet in w idth and

plaintiff's lot.

The 
City, in m aking the change proposed in the 
bridge and street, is acting w ithin its power*, 
and according to th e mode prescribed in the 
Charter.

Aside from the prospective loss of business 
th e plaintiilk do not specifically point out any 
cause of injury.

35. | It is charged th at It 
prevents him irom reutiug the premises be­ 
cause th e teuauts say th e viaduct will inter­ 
fere with their business. This is not an allega­ 
tion th at it will interfere w ith th eir business. 
It is also charged that the rental value will be 
reduced aud the builoing will be rendered u se­ 
less for business purposes. 
No rea6ou is given 
for this fact, but the m anifest Inference is that 
it will be because of the diversion of travel. 
It is said that the lot will be m ade worthless. 
This is a.so m anifestly a deduction. The facts 
stated and established at the hearing do not 
sustain these allegation*, except so far as the 
dam age m ay be caused by the diversion of 
travel. 
There is a space from 16 to 18 feet 
wide between the viadnct and the sidewalk in 
front of the plaintiff'’* lot. 
There will be no 
occasion for travelers to pass in vehicles in 
front of th e lot, and it is clear that thla space 
is am ple for the nse of the plaintiff and his ten ­ 
ants. 
In the case of Hogan v. C. P. R. R. Co., 
71 Cal , 85.ii railroad 35 feet from the plain­ 
tiff’s lot was held not to be a special iujury, 
t hough it obstructed the means of in g m s and 
egress to and from th e lot. 
in Ripley vs- Nunan, 53 Cal., 403. a fence 
cutting off' one-half of the street was held not 
to be a special it jury to a lot on the opposite 
side of the street. In Morris Railroad vs. Frud­ 
den, 20 N J , Eq„ 532. a width of twenty nine 
feet next to the lot was held sufficient as a 
means of access to th e lot. 
The case ol Cohen 
vs. Cleveland, 43 Ohio St., 104, is cited by 
plaintiff as a case In poiot in his favor. The 
facts in th e case are sim ilar to the plaintiff’s 
case, but the Conrt, In deciding It, do not m ake 
any diitiuction whatever between a special in ­ 
jury and an injury in common with the public. 
And a critical exam ination of the opinion, and 
of the authorities cited in support of it. clearly 
shows that the only principle th e Court in ­ 
tended to decide is tnat cities are liable in 
dam ages for the acta of their officers causing 
an injury, although the acts were done law­ 
fully and w ithout m alice or negligence. And 
even this doctrine is adm itted to be peculiar to 
Ohio. 
It is undoubtedly not the law in this 
State, except where the Injury is special, and 
then only by virtue of th e Constitution. The 
New York Elevated Railroad cases, cited by 
plalutiff, are based on th e proposition that the 
use of a street for snch a purpose was a burden 
not contem plated nor authorized by the original 
dedication, and different from its use as a 
street. D.mcker va. .Manhattan Railway < < 
pany, 12 N. E. R ep., 569. This proposltioi 
not true of the viaduct in question here. It 1b 
to be used as a pait of the street. The doctrine 
of those cases es to w hat is a special injury, 
different in kind from the public injury, is con­

I do not think th e plaintiff has shown su ch a 
Bpecial injury as would entitle him to damages 
under th e C onstitution, and that hiaapplication 
for au injunction Bhould be denied.

T he Nan Pedro W harf. 
Something more than a year ago the 
Southern Pacific people set to work to 
construct a great wharf at San Pedro. 
This important improvement was to be 
out near the apex of Point Firmin, in 
sufficiently deep water to allow any ves­ 
sel to lie alongside. 
Soon the work 
came to a dead standstill and there it 
has remained until a few days past. The 
cause of this vexatious delay wa9 the 
impossibility of getting machinery from 
Germany for the purpose of creosoting 
the piles to be used in the construction 
of 
the 
wharf. 
Some 
ten 
days 
ago 
the 
machinery 
arrived, 
and 
now 
it 
is 
all 
set 
up 
aud 
the work of creosoting is gojDg on rap­ 
idly. The work being done hrst is on 
the timber to be used in making scows, 
which are needed for driving the piles. 
A short retort measuring 05 feet in length 
is being used for this purpose. The long 
retort is 104 feet in length, and takes in 
13 piles at a time. This retort weighs 
two tons. It requires 36 hours’ time to 
creosote one “ batch” of piles. 
This 
work will be of great importance to the 
whole section around Los Angeles.

W h a t a n E x p e r i e n c e d R e a l E e t a t e 
. n a n T l t l n k e o f I t . 
It is proposed to conduct th e L ob An­ 
geles sewer m atter along the Southern 
Pacilie railroad, an d th ro u g h th e Balloua 
salt flats to th e ocean. 
The salt m arsh 
covers a vast area, an d is separated from 
th e oceau only by a low ridge of sand. 
A t spring tide th e w ater from th e ocean 
breaks in over th e ridge and fills the 
m arshy hollow . 
T he w ater is stagnant 
there for weeks u n til it has evaporated. 
W hen th e sew age m atter is discharged 
there it will be carried back from th e sea 
into th ese flats a t spring tide and its death- 
bearing odors w ill fill the atm osphere. 
The sewage of London, E ngland, is sim i­ 
larly discharged into the tid al river 
T ham es. 
A t risin g tide it is carried 
forty m iles in lan d , and the stench at the 
outfall íb so gre^t th a t no houses are 
th ere for m iles. 
W e 
can 
avoid a 
sim ilar condition of things by build­ 
ing our sew er 
through 
land 
of 
a 
h igher level, avoiding altogether the salt- 
m arsh es. 
, 
• 
Sewage m atter is valuable as a ferti­ 
lizer. 
In conjunction with our irrigating 
w ater, it can be m ade a source of an an ­ 
nual incom e of $200,000 to the city of Los 
A ngeles, if it is conducted through dry 
lands, too sandy a t present to produce 
crops w ithout irrig atio n . Along th e bed 
of th e Los A ngeles R iver as far as the 
ocean are thousands of acres of such dry 
land. 
Dry earth is th e m ost powerful deodor­ 
izer kuow n. 
T he e a rth absoros all the 
evil Bmelling vapors, an d the d ry sand 
repeatedly irrigated 
w ith th e sewage 
stream becomes perm anently enriched 
by the decayed vegetable m atter dis­ 
charged from the sew er. 
T hus th e dry 
sand beds at and n e a r Florence, th at are 
now unproductive and uninhabited will 
be changed into valuable garden land, 
an ex act repetition of the process th at 
has produced th e fruit garden, now 
called V ernon. 
Lately the sewage has become offen­ 
sive at Vernon, simply because too large 
an amount was used on a small area. 
Pipe the sewage ten miles further, dis­ 
tribute it over an area ten times as great, 
and instead of a nuisance it becomes a 
potent factor in enriching the land as 
well as the cultivator of the soil. 
I t is a very serious m istake to conduct 
th e sew age th ro u g h th e lowest level of 
our valley, th e m oist 
lands 
of 
the 
Cienega and th e B allona sw am ps. 
Take 
it through a h ig h er level, over th e arid 
sands, plant th ese w ith eucalyptus, keep 
th e sew ers flushed w ith our irrigating 
waterB, and th e dilu ted stream w ill lose 
its 
unpleasant 
sm ell, 
will 
en­ 
rich 
th e 
country, 
will 
produce 
vast 
forests 
of 
good 
trees 
where 
now th e w hile, b u rn in g sand allows no 
vegetation to germ inate. 
W e hope to 
get b eet sugar factories here. 
T he lands 
of th e C entinela and Laguna ranches 
will produce th e b eets, if under a system 
of irrigation. 
A t present they have no 
such system , and you cannot sta rt beet- 
eecd into grow th during our dry season 
w ithout w ater. 
T h e sugar beet industry 
will becom e of im m ense im portance to 
any country; 
sim ply because w ith a 
system of irrig atio n we can set out and 
harvest sugar b eet every day of the 
year, rev er letting th e factory go idle, as 
m u st be the case in all other States of 
the U nion. 
T he cultivators of th e sugar 
beet an d o ther products w ill soon find 
out th e value of th e irrigating stream , 
and 
pay 
an 
ageregate 
of 
great 
value 
into 
th e 
C ity 
T reasury for 
th e 
use 
of 
th e 
fertilizing liquid. 
F or y ears to com e all th e sewage will be 
th u s absorbed by th e land, not reaching 
th e ocean. 
I t w ill, therefore, not tie 
necessary at p resen t to build as far as 
th e sea. 
A gain, as th e m atter will be 
discharged all along th e line through 
laterals, th e m ain sew er need not be by 
far as large and as costly as if th e whole 
am ount had to be conducted all th e dis­ 


it is, therefore, urgently to be recom ­ 
m ended th at th e sew er be bu ilt on a 
h igher level, an d th a t arrangem ents be 
m ade to utilize th a t m atter, diluted by 
our irrigation w ater, for enriching our 
lan d s, and producing a valuable increase 
to th e city.

T he brains and nerves an d stom ach 
of th e custom ers will be m ade to suffer 
for th e added license. 
The abuses of the 
liquor business m ust be corrected by the 
police arm of th e governm ent. 
T h e Ban 
Francisco Journal o j Commerce takes this 
view of the case. 
In discussing this 
phase of th e subject, it s a y s : 
S trictly enforce th e law prohibiting the 
sale of liquor to m inors, and to drunken 
m en or h abitual drunkards, sb u t down 
dives 
and disreputable places of re­ 
sort, and all th a t can possibly o r right­ 
fully be done by legislation w ill have 
been accom plished. 
W h at should he 
sought by any law is not en tire abstin­ 
ence but tem perance. 
O utside of this 
there is no m ore reason w hy th e sale of 
liqnor should be interfered w ith than 
th a t of tea or coffee, w hich are said Dy 
m any physicians to have a deleterious 
effect on the h u m an body.

sky is overcast w ith heavy clouds and 
th e sun rest9 b eh in d th e m enacing pall 
as though relu ctan t to view th e h an d i­ 
work of h is potent elem ents. 
F or thirty- 
six hours the fire engines have played 
upon 
th e sm oking 
ru in s above the 
bridge, b nt tb e flam es break out afresh 
at frequent in terv als to defy th e subuing 
force ef th e w ater. 
N eorly 2,000 m en are 
em ployed in differeLt parts of th e vallev, 
clearing up th e ru in s and prosecuting the 
search of th e undiscovered dead. 
In v es­ 
tigations are not w ithout fruitful results, 
for c harred bodies of th e victim s of the 
flood and fire are discovered w ith u n ­

BRAVERY OF WOMEN. 
T he sad story is n o t w ithout its deeds 
of heroism . 
A ppalling scenes of h o rro r 
developed daring courage w here least 
expected, while every-day heroes, in tbe 
m idst of terrifying scenes, usually degen­ 
erate into arra n t cow ards. 
Thoee who 
view ed th e frightful scene3 of fire and 
flood, agree th a t th e hopelessness of the 
sitnation was first realized by th e wom en, 
and th a t bv th e ten d er sex was ex h ib ited 
th a t dauntless courage born of resig n a­ 
tion. 
M others calm ly sacrificed th e m ­ 
selves to th e fury of th e Hood or fire to 
pave the lives of th eir children an d loved 
ones. 
Not infrequently a pale-faced 
w om an, clinging w ith a child to floating 
debris, realizing th a t th e supsort w as too 
frail for two, would be seen to life th e 
precious freight high upon th e floating 
debris, and w ith a h asty kiss sink b eneath 
th e waves. 
A GALLANT RESCUER. 
E dw ard C. W ill, a young fo u n d ry m au 
of C am bria, 27 years old, whom no o re 
ever suspected of possessing m ore than 
ordinary courage, w hen the flood w as a t 
i's height, an d people were floating down 
th e rushing t irren t in hundreds, rushed 
to a boat, and deaf to the pleadings of 
h is wife and relatives, shoved th e frail 
craft far out into th e angry cu rren t, 
gliding rapidly alongside of a floating 
roof, upon w hich a wom an an d tw o 
children w are kneeling w ith blan ch ed 
faces, skillfully evading th e obstructions 
th a t every m inute threatened to crush 
th e cockleshell craft, an d lifting th e ter­ 
rorized creatures into the boat, b e shot 
across th e cu rren t back to tb e bank 
w hence he cam e. 
A shout of applause

VAIN EFFORTS OF A MINE OWNER. 
H e related to m e on Saturday th e slo ry 
of his labors in th e effort to protect the 
lives and property of the people in th a t 
valley. 
H e was frequently on th e epot, 
and his ow n eDgineer inspected th e w ork. 
H e says th a t the em bankm ent was p rin ­ 
cipally of shale a n d clay, and th a t straw 
was used to sto p th e leaking of w ater 
while th e work w as going on. 
H e called 
on tt e S heriff of C am bria county an d 
told him th a t it w as his duty to apply to 
th e C ourt for an injunction. T he Sheriff 
prom ised to give th e m atter his a tte n ­ 
tion, b u t instead of going belore th e 
C ourt, w ent to th e C am bria Iron C om ­ 
pany for consultation.

First, always first, mention should be 
made of the locomotive engineers and 
firemen, whose bravery and devotion 
were conspicuous. They never neglected 
to give such warning as they could in the 
face of danger and, in some cases of cer­ 
tain death.

Waugh, porter of the parlor car Chlorin, 
stood m anfully by G. F. Griffiths, of the 
Norwich line in the rescue of the pas­ 
sengers. It was Woodyer who stood on 
top of the car Aragon with an axe in his 
hand ieid y to cut the roof to prevent the 
smothering of those within.

PNEUMONIA KriDEMIO DREADED. 
J ohnstown, Pa., June 4.—Up the rug­ 
ged sides of Prospect Hill, the same to 
which several hundred terrified people 
fled to escape the flood, the Associated 
press correspondent scrambled this 
afternoon. He came upon the pneumo­ 
nia scourge, which bids fair to do f )r a 
number of the escaped victimB what the 
flood could not. Death has pursued them 
to the highest places, and the terror will 
not die. Every little house on the hill— 
and there are a hundred or two of them 
— had thrown its doors open to receive 
the bruised and half clad fugitives on the 
dark day of the deluge, and every one 
was now a crude hospital. Half the 
women who had ecaled the highest were 
so overcome with fright that they have 
been bedridden ever since. There had 
been pneumonia on the hill, but only a 
lew isolated cases. Tcday, however, sev­ 
eral fresh cases developed among the poor 
fugitives, and the local physician B ill 
the prospects for the scourge are all too 
promising. The enfeebled condition of 
the patients, the unhealthy atmosphere 
pervading the valley, and the necepaarily 
close quarters in wnich the people are 
crowded, render the spread of the disease 
almost certain. Today a ray of light 
came in the nature of a carload of pro­ 
visions, and another from Columbus, 
Ohio, containing clean mattresses and 
bedding, all specified for the Prospect 
Hill sufferers. 
THE CAMBRIA CITY H08PITAL. 
On this eminence stands the Cambria 
City Hospital. In a rambling cottage, 
which little resembles a hospital in ex­ 
terior and comforts, a great work is be­ 
ing done through the combined agencie i 
of medical science and brotherly love. 
The wards are full of bruised and suffer­ 
ing ones who were dragged from the 
jaws of the flood. 
This evening the charred body of a 
youDg woman was uncovered a short dis­ 
tance above the stone bridge. On her 
fiDger was a slender gold ring, on they 
plate of which were engraved the initials 
“ K. J. B .” She wore a striped woolen 
dress and black underskirt. The body 
was taken to the Fourth Ward school- 
house. 
MARKING THE LOCATION OF CORPSES. 
Several yellow flags were noticed 
sticking up from the black wreckage 
above the stone bridge. This was a new 
plan adopted by the sanitary corps to in ­ 
dicate at what points bodies bad been 
located. As it grows dark the flags are 
still up and another day will dawn upon 
the imprisoned remains. 
People w ho 
had last friends and supposed they had 
drifted into this fatal place peered down 
into the charred mass in the vain en ­ 
deavor to recognize the beloved features. 
DEATH ON CROOKS AND THIEVES. 
Deputy Marshal Dick is a man whose 
condition excites general pity. His total 
bereavement of wife, family and relatives 
has affected his brain, it is thought, and 
he goes riding about the country giving 
all the assistance in his power, and 
keeping an especial lookout for law ­ 
breakers and vandals. H e distinguished 
him self on several occasions, it is re­ 
ported, by shooting Hungarians whom 
he detected pillaging the dead, but his 
last action 19 particularly notewcr by. A 
detective and two officers had arrested 
two notorious crooks that reached towu 
on Monday evening. They were from 
Kansas City, and were probably travel­ 
ing for Johnstown for nefarious pur­ 
poses. 
The detective 
knew 
them 
and promptly arrested them as soon as 
they stepped off the train, and the fel­ 
lows deftly dropped several gold rings. 
Thev resisted furiously, but, with some 
difficulty, they were overcome and led to 
the Cambria City lockup. 
This place 
was full of mud, knee deep, and it was 
impossible to lock them in there. A box 
car was then visited, and while the of 
fioera were wrangling with the railroad­ 
ers as to the advisability of placing the 
Crooks inside, Dick rode up and imperi­ 
ously demanded to know the cause of the 
trouble. 
It was explained to him. 
‘'Stand the fellows there,” shouted Hick, 
reining up his horse. 
His features stiff1 
ened into an expression of determination 
and rage, and he whipped out a revolver, 
leveled it at the quaking wretches, and 
m uttered, “I’ll atop their thieving.” 
“ For God's sake don’t,” cried the 
detective. “Don’t do that. 
Remember 
we are officers of the law.” After some 
m inutes’ parleying, Dick was called off 
and better counsel prevailed. As no ac­ 
commodation could be found for the 


thieves, they were given five minutes to 
leave town on the backward trip to Sang 
Hollow. 
PnOTOOBAPHINQ THE SCENE. 
The retentive eye of the amateur pho­ 
tographer’s camera is gazing from every 
hill. There are no commonplace sceneH 
about Johnstown, and the little camera 
appreciates that fact. Artists and their 
paraphernalia may be seen tumbling 
about together, absorbing all the suulight 
and all the scene. There will be no lack 
of pictures of the Johnstown flood horror.

At a meeting of Johnstown Com- 
mandery, Knights of Pythian, held here 
this afternoon. E. G. Crouse, the Secre­ 
tary. was apnointed to receive funds.

TEMPORARY MORGUES. 
Six improvised morgues are at Johns­ 
town, and in these the bodies are held 
until decomposition reders it unsafe to 
keep them longer. 
These temporary 
places for the dead are in churches and 
schoolhouses, the largest one being the 
Fourth Ward scboolhouse, where planks 
have been laid over the tops of desks, 
and on them the remains are placed. A 
corpse, when dug from the bank, is cov­ 
ered with mud, and is taken to the ante­ 
room of the school, where if is placed un­ 
der a hydrant and the muck and slime 
washed off. with a clasp-knife the clothes 
are ripped open, and the attendant 
searches the packets for vduablos or 
papers that would lead to identifi­ 
cation. 
Four 
men 
lift 
the 
corpse 
on 
a 
rude 
table 
and 
there it is thoroughly washed and em 
balm ing fluid injected into the arm. 
Tnen with the other grim bodies of tiie 
corpse lies in the larger room until it is 
identified O" becomes offensive. 
In the 
latter case it is hur. ied to a large grave 
that will hereafter have a momument 
over it bearing fhe inscription: “ Un­ 
known Dead.” 
Tne number of the 
latter is growing hourly, because the 
E 
e9tilence stalks in Johnstown, and the 
loated, disfigured masses of flesh can­ 
not be held much louger. The bodies of 
stalwart workmen lie beside the remains 
of daiuty ladies, many of whom are still 
decked with costly earrings and with 
jewels on their fingers. 
Rich and poor 
throng theee quarters and gaze with awe­ 
struck faces at the masses of multila'ions 
in the hope of recognizing some missing 
one, so as to accord the body a decent 
burial. 
now HE FOUND HIS SWEETHEART. 
A wealthy young Philadelphian,named 
Ogle, recently became engaged to a 
Johnstown lady, Miss Carrie Diehl. 
They were to be wedded in the middle 
of June, and both parties w e# prepar­ 
ing for the ceremony. The lover heard 
of the terrible flood, but knowing that 
the reoidence of his dear one was up in 
the hills, felt little fear for her safety. 
To make sure, however, he started for 
Johnstown, arriving to-day. Near the 
Fourth-street morgue he m et Mr. Diehl. 
“ Thank God, you are B9fe,” he ex­ 
claimed, and then added, “Is Carrie 
well?” “ She was visiting in the valley 
when the flood cam e,” was the mournful 
reply. Then he beckoned the young 
man to enter the chamber of death. A 
moment later Ogle was kneeling beside a 
rough bier and was kissing a cold, white 
face. From the lifele.-s finger he slipDed 
a thin gold ring, and in its place put on 
his own. Then he stole quietly out, one 
of the thousands made to mourn by the 
bursting of the South Fork dam. 
RECOGNIZING TIIEIR DEAD. 
“ Mamma, m am m a,” cried a child. 
She had recognized a body that no one 
else could, and in a moment the corpse 
was ticketed, boxed and delivered to 
laborers, who bore it away to join the 
long 
funeral 
procession. A mother 
recognized her baby boy. “ Keep it a 
few m inutes,” she asked of the under­ 
taker in charge. 
In a few moments she 
returned, carrying in her arms a little 
white casket. 
Then she hired two men 
to bear it to the cemetery. 
SIMPLE CEREMONIALS. 
No hearses are seen in Johnstown. 
The relatives recognize their dead, se­ 
cure coffins, get them carried the best 
way they can to the morgues and then 
to the irrave-yards. 
A prayer, some 
tears, and a few more of the dead thou­ 
sands are buried in m other earth. 
RUINED AND BEREAVED. 
A frequent visitor at these horrible 
places is David John Lewis. All over 
Johnstown ho rides a powerful grey 
horse, and to each- one he meets, whom 
he knows, he exclaim s, “ Have you Been 
my sisierj?” Hardly waiting for a reply 
he gallops away, either to seek ingress 
to a morgue or to ride along the river 
bank. O new tekago l^ewis was worth 
$60.000, his all being invested in a large 
commission business. Today he owns 
the horse he rides, the clothes on his 
back, and that is all. In the tierce wave 
were buried five of bis near relatives, his 
sisters Annie, Lizzie and Maggie. The 
latter was married, and her little boy 
and babe are also drowned.

H arkisbcko, Juno 4 — Mayor Foree- 
niaD of Williamsport,telegraphed Gover­ 
nor Beaver to day that the situation here 
isth te: “ The boom has been cleared ot 
logs from the principal yards along the 
river front, and manufactured lumber has 
beeu swept away.

GOVERNOR HEAVER’s RESPONSE. 
Governor Beaver replied to Mayor 
ForeBman in substance as follows: “ Will 
reich you as 
soon as Montgomery 
bridge can be crossed. I am loading cars 
here with flour and groceries, notwith­ 
standing the 
pressure on our own 
stricken 
people. 
Put your 
unem­ 
ployed men to work moving the 
debris and cleaning your city. I will 
furnish the means for paying them rea­ 
sonable wages. The country is respond­ 
ing nobly to the call of humanity and an 
address, sent out last night, will give a 
better idea of the situation, so that 1 
have no fear of any lack of means for 
furnishing all needed help.” 
PONTOONS FOR BRIDGES. 
W ashington,

Froctor was at the W hite House early 
this morning in conference with the 
President in regard to measures for 
the relief of the Johnstown sufferers.

Santa Ana, June 4.—Voting on county 
division began here with the rising sun 
and the polls closed at 5. In Anaheim 
for some reaeon, the State law which 
requires that the polls shall open at sun­ 
rise was neglected, and voting did not 
begin until 6 or 7 o’clock. This would 
probably have occasioned something of a 
contest, had not the result of the ballot­ 
ing been overwhelmingly in one direc­ 
tion. 
There was very little excitement of any 
kind, and no disturbances worthy of 
mention. Two citizens of Santa Ana, Ed 
Culver uod Charles Cronkhite, got into a 
heated discussion on the street, and came 
to blows, but without serious consequences 
of any kind. In Santa Ana, the ballots 
labeled “ Against County Division” were 
hardly to be found, and an inspection of 
the table below will show that not a 
single one of this complexion was cast, or, 
if it was, it failed to get counted, which 
is all the same. 
The day passed very quietly. One 
man with a horse and rig covered with 
flags, raced up and down the streets 
yelling, “ Orange! Orange!” 
During 
most of the afternoon, men gathered in 
knots about the street corners and talked 
about the general depravity of Anaheim 
and the progressiveness of Santa Ana. 
The orange was adopted as the badge 
of the new county. A num ber of men 
wore orange peel or small oranges 
skewered on sticks in their hats. 
When the returns came into Santa 
Ana a great deal of enthusiasm was 
manifested over the result. The streets 
were crowded with people and were 
noisy with cheering and the sound of 
fire-crackers and the booming of anvils. 
Later in the evening fire-works were let 
off, a band paraded the streets and large 
crowds gathered in front of the Bruns­ 
wick Hotel, and Representative E. E. 
Edwards, the father ot the Orange 
County bill, Col. I. E. Messmore, an 
Grange lawyer, and several others ad­ 
d icted the assembly. 
The Anaheim people seem to have 
met with hard luck all round. In ad­ 
dition to other things, a large percentage 
of the ballots which they dropped in 
against the division were one inch too 
narrow, and hence, if there bad been 
any couteBt, they would not have been 
counted.

read. 
The council 
then adjourned to give the Indians an 
opportunity to discuss its provisions with 
each other. 
The proceedings of the couneil held to­ 
day were uneventful. 
Major Warner, 
of the Commission, in compliance with 
the request of Swift Bear, went over the 
provisions of the Act of CoDgress, ex­ 
plaining the benefits which would result 
from 
his acceptance of its terms, 
the Indians were undoubtedly favorably 
impressed, and asked time for considera­ 
tion. They said the matter was of great 
importance to them and they didn’t 
want to be hurried.

P o i i c m l o n W a n t e d off a P ie c e • ! 
I.a n d on Nigger Alley. 
In th e City Township Court yeeterday 
A ftern o o n , Justice Theodore Savage heard 
the testimony in the civil action of B. 
Bailer ino vs. L. M. Bigelow. 
The suit is 
brought to obtain 
judgment for the 
restitution of property on Nigger alley, 
from which 
plaintiff alleges he was 
forcibly ejected on the 4th of May by the 
ag en t and employees of defendant under 
her personal supervision and direction, 
and for $200 damages for illegal re ta in e r 
of said property and coats of suit. 
The case was set for trial at 1 :30 p . m., 
but owing tosome m isunderstanding, the 
plaintiff’s 
attorney 
was 
not 
ready 
and 
wanted 
a 
continuance 
until 
■Wednesday. This however, defendant’s 
attorney would not agree to, and after a 
brief argument Allen left the courtroom 
to hunt up Major Bell,who was interested 
in the case, the Court informing him that 
a t the end of ten m inntes’ time he would 
proceed with the caBe. 
However, it was 
fully half an hour later before the case 
was' called, and the plaintiff, B. Ballerino, 
was put upon the stand. Before asking 
any question, plaintiff’s attorney laid the 
case before the Court, stating, among 
other things, which caused a smile, that 
he did not pretend that the defendant 
committed the murder, but she certainly 
held the candle to the throat of the victim 
so as to guide the knife of the assassin ; 
in brief, she was, he said, the accessory 
before the fact. The plaintiff then pro­ 
ceeded to give his testimony, which was 
to the effect that on the 4th inst. he was 
in peaceful possession and occupancy of 
his property on Nigger Aliev, on which 
he had stored a considerable quantity 
of hay within 
a 
fenced enclosure. 
During the afternoon Mrs. Bigelow and 
her son drove up in a buggy, and a 
S 
.ng of men appeared almost simul- 
neonsly with picks and shovels. Under 
her direction and that of her son, these 
men proceeded to demolish his fence, 
throwing away tlie broken pie es, some 
of which struck the witness and drove 
him off; and after scattering the hay all 
over the street and vacant lots in the vicin­ 
ity ,thev put up another fence with lumber 
which they had brought with them for 
the purpose. Ever since that date the 
defendant had retained possession of his 
land in spite of his objections, and still 
continued to do so. 
Upon cross-examination the attorney 
for defendant endeavored to introduce 
testimony showing that the plaintiff had 
leased his property to Chinamen for ten 
years, only two years of which leaee had 
expired ; and that therefore the property 
was 
not 
in 
fact 
in 
his 
posses­ 
sion. The attorney for plaintiff argued 
that this was wholly incompetent as the 
case was not one involving any title to 
th e land, but was merely brought to re­ 
cover restitution of land which was then 
and there in the peaceful occupancv of 
the plaintiff. Defendant’s attorney re­ 
plied that the fence across the street ob­ 
structed defendant’s land and that 6be 
had a right to destroy it, whereupon 
plaintiff’8 attorney retorted that it was 
the business of the Chief of Police or 
the Superintendent of Streets to remove 
it and not that of a citizen. 
However, 
the Court allowed the defendant’s attor­ 
ney to continue his questions, and the 
case 
proceeded. 
Six 
more 
wit­ 
nesses 
were 
examined 
for 
the 
prosecution, all 
of 
whom 
corrobo­ 
rated 
the 
testimony 
of 
the 
plaintiff. Only two witaesses were e x ­ 
amined for the defendant, J . K. Bigelow 
and Ed. Kinney, both of whom testified 
as to the fance put up by Ballerino ob­ 
structing Mrs. Bigelow’s land, and that 
no force was need in ejecting plaintiff, 
because he ran away immediately the 
men began to tear it down. The de­ 
fense then rested its case, and the Court 
continued the case for argument UDtil

A n oth er “ C o n tea ilo u ” from W ood , 
r u ff—S ch a ack S u sp en d ed . 
C hicago, June 4.—The many contra­ 
dictory ‘‘confessions” of the imprisoned 
horee-thief, Woodruff', alias Black, re­ 
garding the Cronin mystery, were capped 
this afternoon by a brand new narrative 
from him regarding the affair. During 
the inquest, Police Captain Schaack, 
who was on the witness stand, had 
testified 
as 
to 
the 
investigation 
which followed the arrest of Woodruff for 
horse stealing, and retold the whole of 
Woodruffs varied stories about the men 
who, he claimed, were named King and 
Fairburn, and the carrying off of the 
woman’s body in the trunk. When the 
Captain was asked if he had any recent 
conversation with Woodruff, be said; 
“ Woodruff sent forme the day the Grand 
Jury was in session on the case, and we 
went together into 
a private room 
at the jail. Woodruff went on to say 
that there were a good many things he 
had not told about the case. He con­ 
tinued by saying that be was in a saloon 
one afternoon with King and Fairburn, 
when a strange man entered and took 
King aside. Woodruff said the man had 
a big roll of money, and tnat he gave 
some to King and more to Fairburn. 
They went out together, and the 
strange man left them atthedoor. After 
he had gone, Woodruff said that lie asked 
King who it was, and King said: “ That 
is lawyer Alex. Sullivan.” Captain 
Schaack added, in reply toa juror’s ques­ 
tion, that the next day after Woodruff 
had been indicted for horse-Btealing, he 
sent word that he would not talk any 
more. 
The Daily News says this evening, 
that Woodruff this morning declared: “i 
am not going to get the worst of it, al­ 
though there are people trying to give it 
to me. I ain’t an Irish Catholic, and 1 
suppose the Irieh will try to give me the 
worst of it, but they had better look out, 
if I tiud they are trying to do that, I’ll 
make some of them think hades is not. 
more than five minutes distant.” 
Captain Schaack was suspended from 
duty to-night by Chief Hubbard for 
alleged dereliction of duty in the Cronin 
can'. 
This action was taken after 
Schaack’s examination before the Cor­ 
oner’s jury and is announced to be 
baeed upon Schaack’s neglect to summon 
persons oilier Ilian Mrs. Conklin to iden­ 
tify tbe famous white horse rig, and for 
not inquiring into the whereabouts of 
Detectives Coughlin and Whalen on the 
night of May 4th.
